Birds are a reliable mearis of 
foretelling. the weather. Low-fiy- 


ing swallows.are, a sure ‘sign of Ge 


‘rain, while the. flight of seqgulls 
Sntand indicates a coming ptorm, 
If you watch a peacock, You wil 
soon know if rain is approaching: 
Instead of strutting proudly about, 
he will show every sign of uneasi- 
hess and give vent to shrill 
screams. Rooks and gulls signify

accurate in prophesying a storm.

Theoretically there is a tide on 
all inland bodies of water, varying 
with their size, location-and depth, 
states the U.S. Hydrographic Office, 
as cited in The Nautical, Gasette 
(New York).
